Ben. Jonson. Burial _ 

Tradition says that Ben Jonson 
was buried in a sitting position be- 
cause the plot provided for him on 
the north side of the nave in West- 
minster abbey was not large 
enough for the body to be placed 
in the grave in a horizontal posi- 
tion. 
Charles I personally promised Jon- 
son that he should be interred in the 
abbey in any spot that he might 
choose. After hia death August. 6, 
1637, it wds found that the space he 
had ‘selected for biirial’ v was already 
occupied except about ‘eighteen 
inches of square ground.”
